Girds at the Puritan:—efpecially Ben. Fleteber has 

a good del of Satyr againft the Spaniards, in fome 

of his Plays, but that was the Court-Cue then. I 

never heard cf ary Thing libellous brought on the 

Stage at that Time There was one fevere Play 

viz. lencramus, made on the Lawyers; and I have 

heard particularly, taat Sir Edward Cook, then Lord 

Chicf Juftice, fent down his Warrant to the Univer- 

fity, to forbid its being acted, and they did forbear 

upon it; till the King, who was there in Perfon, 

informing himfelf of the Matter, faid, Cuke me no 

Cukes, I'll bave it A&ed. So you fee what Notion 

they had of the Liberty of the Stage, even a Private 
Univerfity-Stage, the King himfelf being prefent. 

In King Charles the Firft’s Time, indced, not- 
withftanding many fevere Punifhments, and Fricafy- 
ing of Nofes and Ears, the Prefs groan’d with Libels : 
~—— But the Enemies of that Government were too 
yodly to employ fo wicked an Engine, as they thought 
the Stage, in their Party-Affairs — No, the 
Characteriflick of the Party was to cry down the 
Stage, and Prynm loft his Ears for his Hi ae 
From 41 to 60 there were no Plays at all, I believe 
one may fay without Exception. 

I coms to what he calls the Party-Plays of 
Charles the Second’s Time. 

Tuo’ Dryden now and then had a Bob for the 
Court, yet it was general Satyre——not meant at any 
particular Perfon ; ‘tis well known he was a Flarter- 
cr, as appears by 7 T the Duke of Guife, Albion 
cnd Albanius, &c. ut “tis as certain, that they 
filenc’d Shadwell, who was of the other Siee, for a 
Nonconformijt Poct, as he fays in one of his Prologues 
after the Revolution: And that not for any Thing 
really offenfive in his Plays, fo much as for his Per- 
fon, and for Fear of his excellent Talent at Humour 
—That the Stage was put under an Interdiction, we 
learn from thefe Verfes of my Lord Rochefter, who 
fays, let them Prorogue the Parliament as much as 
they will, Prorogue, Pewee, Proregue, 


We've us d to tl at, 
But th’ adjcurn'’d Playboufe was a Coup d’Eclat. 


ANoTHER Inftance I'll mention in that Time, 
and “tis the Maid’s Tragedy, which contains a Hiftory 
of a cng aflaffinated for emt oS another Man’s 
Wife or Sifter, I have forgot which. ———Well, this 
Play, for Fear of the Confequences to the State ar 
that Time, was not fiffered to be aéted ali thar 
Reign. Nay, even when Wailer alter'd the Ca- 
taftrophe, and made the King offer a Duel———— 
that would not do neither ; fo it continued out of 
the Pale of the Playhoufe till Charles’s Death. 

In King Fames's Time I have heard of no Party- 
Things at the Playhoufe, till towards the Revolution ; 
when, I will acknowledge, that the Song of Zilli- 
bolero had a confiderable Share in that Work, and 
the Audience were fometimes at Daggers Drawing 
in the Pit-————. But when Governments will take 
the Liberty which that Government did, truly I 
think al] Sorts of Liberties are lawful againft them. 

In King William's Time one of Southern’s Plays was 
ftopt, and with the expunging of fufpected Paflages 
was afterwards acted in King George the Firft’s Time. 

In the Tory Part of Queen Anne's Reign, tis 
well known that Polingbroke, the Craftfman’s Patroh, 
furvey'd all the Plays before they were a€ted ; and, 
for Example, ftruck’out, as I remember particularly, 
two Verfes in Roawe’s Fare Shore, becaufe of fome- 
thing in them, tho*remate, that difpleas’d them: 





At Players that were licens’d were always look'd 
upon asthe King’s Servants; therefore I'll pur a 
paralle] Cafe tothefe Gentlemen. It is this, 

A LITTLE after the Revolution, when King 
William began to coin Money, Restier, that had 
coined tor King Charles and King James, being an 
excellent Workman, was kept ftill in the Mint. But 
the Fellow being a Jacobite, made King William's 
Halt-Pennies fo, that the Back-Part of the Head 
reprefented a Satyr’s Face with Horns, alluding to 
a fecret Calumny of his Enemies. Upon this Rewtier 
was turn’d out, went into Frame, and was taken into 
the French Mint, where his Son, when I was in 
France, fill continued to coin. Now might not 
thefe Patrons of Liberty have complained of this 
Ufage of Routier, as a Breach on Publick Freedom, 
thus to cramp the Fancy of an ingenious Artificer, 
and to make, O facinus borrendum ! his M ----~ = y’s 
Mint obey an Jmprimatur ? Doubtiels, it was looked 
upon by the Jacobites of thofe Days, as a Step towards 
taking away the Liberty of the Prefs. 

But pray, Sir, Why do you let them run away with 
that Notion, that the chief PBufinefs of Plays, is to expofe 
the Vices and Follies of the Great 2 Comedy, ever 
fince the Old Comedy was put down by Publick Au- 
therity, and, as Horace fays *, turpiter, with Shame, 
never pretended to go in this High-Waik. Horace 
defcribes it in quite another Way : | 


Arguta meretrice potes, Davog, Chremeta, 
Eludente Sanem, comis garrive libellos, 
Unus Virorum, Fundati —— 


And Mr. Rowe, in his Life of Shakefpear, takes No- 
tice, that im that Author’s Time their Satyr did not 
offer, as it has done fince, to ftrike at all Ranks of 
People ; but then Mr, Rowe means only in general, 
aiz. bringing a Lord in for a Coxcomb, without 
hinting at amy particuler Peer. And I remember 
Moliere was the firft that brought Marquiffes upon 
the French Stage, which was thought a Boldnefs in 
him at that Time, but by no Means conftrued to re- 
flect on the Min——y, or that great King whofe 
Servant he was—— It would not have gone long un- 
p unifhed if ir had. 

Comeny then has nothing to do with this De- 
{cription of the Vices and Follies of the Great : Let 
us come to Tragedy. 

TH1s too has nothing to do with that Definition. 
It does, indeed, confift in Painting the Manners and 
AGions ; that is to fay, the Paflions and Crimes of 
the Great Vices and Follies are of a diffe- 
rent Nature ; and Ben. Jobnfon is blamed by all true 
Criticks, for having given a Turn of Humour, that 
is, a Caft of Comedy, to all his Tragical Charaéters 
in his Sejarws. 

uBr grant that the Craft/men mean Paffions and 
Crimes; by Vices and Follies; yet Tragedy deals 
always in departed Kings and Statefmen, to whom 
the Author ts oblig’d to do Poetical fuftice; at 
leaft to all his vicious Charaéters, if he does nor 
reward all his good ones. Every wicked Perfon mutt 
have his faitable Cataftrophe, and he comes not into 
Tragedy to be expofed, bur to be punifhed: If, 
therefore, thefe Gentlemen can fix upon a proper 
Cataftrophe for the Min y, and bring ic about ; 
that is, perfuade other People of what they are not 

erfuaded themfelves, that they deferve to have a 

ragical End-——_—< Why then When they 
are dead, they mav ftuff their Skins, and hang them 
up in a Playhoufe for Example ; I, for my Part, have 
nothing to fay againft it. But yet, even in that 
Cafe, which they will find fo difficult, if they would 
follow the Praétice of the Stage, and the Decency 
of former Times, they fhould ftay, in pure 
Manners, at leaft as long as is required for a Romijb 
Canonization ; by which Time, poffibly, thefe Gen- 
tlemen, and even their Works, may be decéafed. 


P.S. I remember Dryden excufes himfclf fof not 
writing good Comedy, becaufe he could not keep 
fuch low Company of Artificers, &¢c. ftom whence 
to collect that Sort of Humour, as Ben, Fobnfon did : 

therefore he went inthe High Walk, which 
Beaumont and Fletcher introduced, wz. of dettribing 
the Converfation of Gentlemen ; that was all. 
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* Tuvpiter obticuit, fublato jure rocendi. 


HEY write from Stutgard, that the Affair o 
Suis, the Jew, ac Oppenheim, the Favorire 
of cne late Duke ut Wirremberg, ts in a manner de- 
termin’d: For the Duke of Wirtemberg Neuttadr,

remove him from all his Orices and Employments, 
and to make void the Wrir of Prote¢tion and Dit- 
chatge, which he prevailed on the late Duke to

A Writing in the Latin Tongue is juft publifhed in 
Germany, with regard to the Defign form’d by the 
Barons d*Eckembert and Dallberg, for ereéting the 
publick Library at Mentz.

Over the Door of the firft 
are thefe Words on the Outlide, Scientiam odit nullus 
nifi Ignarus atque djinus, i.¢. Knowledge is. detpifed 
by none but Fools and Affics. And in the Infide 
thefe Words, Quifou's fur Lib-i {uevit maledittus effo, 
i.e. Curfed be cvyery ome that fteals a Book. Tho’ 
this Library, which was form'd in the XVIth Cen- 
tury by the Baron de Dallberg, who was afterwards 
chole Bifhop of Worms, is become fince that Time 
very confiderable, “tis intended to inlarge ir ftill more. 
Father Legipont, in his Paper, propofes to form a 
Society of learned Men, who are each to contribute 
Books to this Library out of his own ; to make a 
Colleétion of Moncey for the Purchafe of Books, to 
which the Candidates who receive Degrees in the 
Univerfity of Mentz, fhall be Contributors; and to 
oblige the Bookfellers of that City to furnith the faid 
Library with a Copy of ail the Books they fhall print. 
Healfo recommends it to every Member of the faid 
Society, who fhall die withour Male Heirs, to leave 
his Library, or a Partof his Eftate to the faid Society. 
The principal View of the Ettablifhment of this 
Society, is for the Service of fuch as cultivate Ge- 
nealogy and Heraldry, ard who fludy the Hiftory of 
the Empire and its Laws and Confticutions. The 
Socity is toconfilt of a Protector, a Prefident, a 
Vice Prefident, a Director, fome Affeflors, a Chan- 
cellor, and a Secretary. 

They write from the Hague, that the Srates are 
confidering of proper Mcafures for preventing anv 
Difficulties that may arife in Matters of Form and .
